THIRD BYLAW NEEDED 


A year ago Edmonton taxpayers 
approved a money bylaw for $292,688, to 
build a new wing to the Royal Alexandra 
hospital and provide a nurses’ home. Last 
month they ratified another bylaw for 
$85,000 to complete these undertakings. 
Now they are told that the money is all 
gone, the new wing is not furnished, and 
that either another bylaw will have to be | 
submitted or a public subscription taken | 
before the necessary fittings can be | 
bought and the new accommodation | 
brought into use. 

To state the case in the most moderate 
language appropriate, that is not a very 
satisfactory way of financing a public 
undertaking. Having gone so far, there 
is only one thing to do; submit a third 
bylaw and finish the job. But when 
another new wing is wanted for the 
hospital somebody should be able to tell 
the taxpayers whether the bylaw then 
submitted to them represents the com- 
pleted cost of the extension or only the 
first instalment on a cost of unknown | 
magnitude. Without very definite in- | 
formation on that point it will not be 
worth while to submit another bylaw for 
hospital extension for a long time.

THE PENSIONS TAX 
Ontario newspapers are registering | 
some lively protests against the action of | 
the Provincial Government in compelling | 
the municipalities to pay 20 per cent of | 
the cost of old age pensions. This, they | 
claim, is a provincial obligation which is | 
being passed along to the municipal 
councils only because the legislature has | 
power to pass it aiong and the councils 
cannot help themselves. | 
A similar tax has been imposed upon | 
the municipalities in Alberta, and was | 
received with a similar outburst of | 
protests. About the only response the 
Alberta municipalities have got thus far 
is the assurance that the tax is imposed 
not so much for the money it brings into 
the provincial treasury as to impress the 
local councils and taxpayers with the fact 
that social legislation of the kind costs 
the community something. 
That is a point which the Alberta | 
municipal councils and taxpayers would | 
be glad to concede without any further 
demonstration in the way of an invitation | 
to help pay the bill, They will accordingly | 
hope that the Ontario Government may be 
moved by the petitions to remove the 
obnoxious impost, and thus set a pre- | 
cedent which the Government of Alberta 
could hardly refuse to follow. j

The street railway is the “lame duck” 
in the city’s flock of utilities, and always 
has been. It has to compete with the ever- 
cheapening’ automobile on one hand and 
with individual thrift on the other. High 
fares are a standing inducement to people 
to drive cars or to do their travelling on 
foot. Since the city is in position to cut 
fares, by cutting the cost of current to the 
street railway, why not do so, give the pub- 
lic more service for their money, and give 
the system a chance to establish itself as 
a consistently paying concern?

DEFENSE MECHANISMS

Defense reactions is a name given 
to a considerable varicty of ter ‘en- 
cies that help to preserve our self- 
esteem and relieve 
the sense of emo- 
tional tension 
when We are 
under unfavor- 
able criticism, or 
appear to disad- 
vantage. As a 
mechanism it isa 
protective device 
to shield our de- 
fic’ encies, 

It 1s casier to 
describe when it 
becomes quite 
conscious and reasoned; for then ft. ts 
an excuse or alibi... The old standby 
in the way of filustration is the fox 
and the grapes; since the grapes were 
out of the fox's reacl® he saved him- 
self from a sense of defeat by say:ng 
that they were sour; so he converted 
the fact that he couldn't get them, 
which implied defeat into an “I don't 
want them,” which turns the tables. 
Inferiority is changed to superiority. 

We all want to appear to the best 
advantgge and so develop all sorts of 
defenses to hide our shortcomings; 
some are helpful and worthy and 
others not so, Even whistling to keep 
up your courage is a defense mechan- 
ism. For if you are calm enough to 
wh'stle, you may convince yourself 
that you are not as afraid as you 
fear (or know) you are, The mechan- 
ism often works subtly and indirectly, 
somewhat below the surface of con- 
sciousness. “Be nonchalant . . . ” 
a clever advertising use of a defense 
gesture When it runs deep and gath- 
ers an emotional force jt approaches 
& complex. 

There is a case of a brilliant but 
erratic and unpractical man who iate 
in life went on the lecture pla‘form, 
and touk as h's Subject: “How I 
Achieved Success.” This was an

ciaborated defense to conceal his 
deeper knowledge that, despite his 
talents, he was a failure, There is the 
case of a student much disturbed by 
the fact that he had large outstanding 
ears. He felt that it made him un- 
favorably conspicuous and subject to 
ridicule, So he let his hair grow long 
to hide h’s ears, Then he discovered 
that he had a delicate sense cf hear- 
ing, and took up the study of music 
and did well at it. So he turned the 
tables, as much as to say to the fel- 
Jows who made fun of his ears: “You 
may envy me those ears; they are a 
sign of superiority.” 

So it goes in all situations in which 
we relieve the emot'onal tension of 
embarrassment or inferiority through 
some handicap. A young man may 
adopt a swaggering manner tu conceal 
the feeling of not being at east in the 
Presence of his superiors. A young 
woman never quite at ease in social 
gatherings always offered her services 
to the hostess, so that by being ev.- 
dently busy and part of the party, 
she could hide the feeling that she 
really didn’t feel so, 

We certainly show our character 
| by the kind of defense behavior we 
adopt. It’s a rare person who takes 
| criticism kindly; so that o safe rule 
when invited to tell another just what 
you think of him (certainly of her) 
lis to decl'ne unless you are very sure 
{that the friendship can stand the 
strain. The pfocess is apt to arouse 
| the defense mechanisms. Slander is a 
malicious form of defense; “You're 
} another” js still worse, and both at- 
| tempt to lift yourself up by turning 
| others down, 

Buy the Freudian view emphasizes 
| the fact that these mechanisms often 


their nature on the part of the victim, 
So it becomes advisable to examine 
our defenses and avoid drifting in‘o 
unwise ways of preserving our self- 
esteem, Wearing a little protective 
armor, as innocent as the high heels

& willingness to appear as one js 
makes an claborate system of de- 
fenses unnecessary. 


JANUARY 21ST 


Louis XVI executed January 21, 1793. 


On the morning of this day, 


January 21, 1793, citizens of Paris who peered fearfully through their windows 
looked out upon a dead city.

George Noel Gordon, Lord Byron, 
Born January 22, 1778. 

An example of a person born on 
January 22 is Lord Byron, the cele | 
brated English poet. His major work, | 
“Don Juan,” was almost wholly writ- 
ten while in exile from England. 
Other well-known works are “Cain,” 
“English Bards and Scotch Review- 
ers,” “Childe Harold,” etc. His hor- 
escope reveals a fanciful, optimistic 
mind, impressionistic and creative 
There is an aspect of Saturn and 
Mars which indicates a reformer and 
that this desire would be put into ac- 
tivity when he was placed in the pro- 
per environment.

! cleanliness. 


This is impossible with- 
out @ warm cleansing bath daily, Af- 
ter the bath the skin should be mas- 
Saged vigorously with a coarse towel 
to stimulate circulation. But the 
cleansing bath is not enough, In ad- 
dition one needs a cold, stimulating 
bath ‘each morning; there is nothing 
better than this to tags a really 
healthy glow to the skin. If the cold 
bath proves too strenuous one may 
substitute a brisk massage with a 
coarse towel, A salt rub combined 
with the cold, stimulating bath ts 
fine for the skin, 

A smooth clear complexion {ts the 
aim of every beauty-seeker After she 
is sure that nothing has been left un- 
done in order to insure a healthy con- 
dition of the skin the next step is 
special care of the face. 

After the nightly cleansing with 
warm water and a pure soap, rinse 
well and apply an astringent, or give 
the face a brisk ice rub in an upward 
rotary motion.
